Day.

Those who have uever been present
ot & commencement of Berea College
have no coneeption of its magnitude.
Everybody s heard of Berea College,
wiil many prople hoave visited the
bright litvle town, fourteen miles Boutls
of Hichmond on the Kentueky Central
Ballroad. There are numbers who
Buve visited the schioul, amd sdmired
Hownrd Hull, the spacious Taberuacle,
the massive Ladies’ Dormitory, aud
Yet there

are those who have never attended a
Beren  commencement. We were
anwong Lhe derelict number until last
Wednesday, June 2Z8nd, which was the
2188, appual commencement, We can
asspre those who have stendfastly re-
mnined nway that the joss is theim

[u the forenoon of lust Wednesday,
thiree special trains let Richmond for
Berea ocurrying more than six handred
people. Upon renching the grounds
the exercises hnvd already begun, aml
everybody nud his sister and his cousin
utnd his nunt were present., Two thou-
sand five bundred people were seated
in the mummoth Toebernnele, and pro-
bably three thousand were scattered
about the grounds on the outslde, Not

bitehed on the wooded campus.  There
were horses with saddles; there were
horses that had brought one person,

» i;mll hurses that hud brought two per-

sons, il three persons, and even four
personr.  There were horses In harness;
biad drawn carringes, nml

| buggies, and spring wagons; and there

were horses with gear that nd drawn
beavy rond wagons, and great farm
wagons, aml earts.  And those velileles
had hauled any number of persons
from two 1o seventeen—we counled
sevenleen persons geiting out of one

| farm wago,

The people were from every where—
from the citles, and towns, and
villages, nud they were from the
mountnins nid the “pennyrile dees-
trick " and from the Blue-grass Region.
There were rich people and  poor peo-
ple, great people and small, wiite peo-.
ple and black, old people and young,
edueated peaple nnd ignoratmuses, Dem-
ocrnts,  Hepublicans, Prohibitionists,
Kuoights of Labor, and Mugwuomps,
There were christinns and sioners,
both male and female: Jews and
Pagnos: and there were babies, n dis-
tinetlve festure of Berea commence-
ments, The costumes formed a8 pan-
ornma «f styles for a quarter of n cen-
tury bnek. There were the Intest from
imported fashion plates. There were
wilk hints, felte, wools, aml straws—
high, low, broad sl nparrow ; and
there wus a coon-skin eap. The sun-
bonnet wax conspicuous ; and the plain,
ald-lime dress withoul tucks, folds,
loops or otber exiras, it was there,
Jenns clothes—inlxed, brown, blue and
gray—were represented. Linen, cnssj-
meres and hroadeloths were abundant.
As to shoes, there were broganos, ecalfs,
klds, moroecos, and palents,

Hootlis aud refreshment stands were
about the campuas, and private basket
dinners were numerous.

But let us look inside. On the right
wie i solid artay of colored people; on
the left were whites, and in the centre
they were smartly mixed. On the ros-
trum the seals were fllled with whites,
but hack of it were the students who took
part in the exercises, and Lley were
blnck nnid white, wale and female. In
fsct the eatulogue exhiblis 431 students
of whom 251 wre colored, 1580 white;
226 males, 206 lemules, Kentucky far-
nishes 351, and eighteen olher states
50. There wers bLut two gradustes—
Miss M. A. Lamson, a white lady from
Amboy, Illincls, aud W, C. Taslor, »
colored man from Lexinglon, There
were nive omtions by msle students,
aud six essnys by females. The orations
and es:ays were ecarefully prepared,
and reflected thought and research.
Neurly every vrstion and essay con-
talned n thrust at the slpon, One
orator, Noble Hill, of California, de-
clared himsell a Socialist ; but cluimed
that the Declaration of Independence
and the Constilution of the United
Biates are soclulistic lustruments, Miss
Lawmson luveighed against soclalism.,

FPresident Fairchild presided, bul the
famoun Johin G. Fee, the founder aml
preserver of the school, was on lhe
rostrum, and seemed never happler
(i daring the exercises. After din-

ver Rev, K. G. Hutehings, of Oberlin,

Oliio, delivered a polished address to
the vast audiepee, and thos this re-
markalle coinmencement elgsed,
